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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of 
the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "core passing through the central aperture in each 
bobbin" of claim 8 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tetsuji [2004-158684]. 

Tetsuji discloses a set of wound bobbins 2 initially wound as a linear array and formed into a 
circular array positioned about a toroidal core 3 of magnetic material, such core 3 passing through the 
central aperture in each bobbin 2, the windings 4 of two or more bobbins in each phase being formed 
from a continuous wire or a continuous set of parallel wires [Abstract, Figures 1 and 2]. 

With respect to claims 1-5, the claims are method counterpart of structure of claim 8 and method 
steps therefore are inherent for manufacturing a toroidally wound electrodynamic machine. 

Regarding claim 9, Tetsuji discloses the winding method and bobbins 2 provide free space 
between the bobbins 2 sufficient to allow forming them into a circular array while still providing contact 
between the bobbins 2 on the side of the bobbin core [see Figures 1-3]. 

With respect to claims 6 and 7, the claims are method counterpart of structure of claim 9 and 
method steps therefore are inherent for manufacturing a toroidally wound electrodynamic machine. 

Regarding claim 10, Tetsuji discloses the bobbins 2 are tapered on the inner cheeks to facilitate 
forming into a circular array [Abstract, Figures 3 and 4], 

Regarding claim 11, Tetsuji discloses an electrodynamic machine when fitted with a winding 
described above [Abstract].
